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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 1 3.1 . 
The species are as follows: 

Species I: The combustion probe of Figure 2 in which the low temperature gas 
discharge holes 4c are provided in the inner tube. 

Species II: The combustion probe of Figures 3 and 4 in which the low 
temperature gas discharge holes 14c are provided in the folded portion of the outer 
tube. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply 
must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic 
is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise require 
all the limitations of an allowed generic claim. Currently, the following claim(s) are 
generic: 1. 
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2. The groups of inventions listed above do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

JP 9201751 (cited by applicant) discloses (Figure 4 especially) a bleeder pipe for 
extracting a high-temperature combustion gas (from a cement kiln) while cooling said 
high-temperature combustion gas with a low-temperature gas characterized by making 
said low- temperature gas (flowing within gap 3 between outer pipe 2 and inner pipe 1) 
flow in a direction that is substantially perpendicular to a sucking direction (see entrance 
of cooling fluid from pipe 2 into pipe 1 flowing perpendicular to the main flow in pipe 1) 
of the high-temperature combustion gas (in pipe 1) and is toward a center of a flow of 
said high-temperature combustion gas for mixed cooling. 

3. REQUIREMENT FOR UNITY OF INVENTION 

As provided in 37 CFR 1 .475(a), a national stage application shall relate to one 
invention only or to a group of inventions so linked as to form a single general inventive 
concept ("requirement of unity of invention"). Where a group of inventions is claimed in 
a national stage application, the requirement of unity of invention shall be fulfilled only 
when there is a technical relationship among those inventions involving one or more of 
the same or corresponding special technical features.

4. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
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remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .1 7(i).
